The fol- 
lowipg figures tell the aecount of the business 
in the past three years: The receipts in 
1888 were 102,005 head of cattle; 108,510 head in 
1889; 116,268 in 1890. During the same three 
years the hog receipts were 264,739 head in 
1888, 331,525 head in 1889, 423,962 in the 
year just closed. The sheep receipts in the 
same year were 92,531 head in 1888; 69,003 in 
1889 and 68,164in 1890.
